III.  The  third  will  be  of  the  Sun,  November,  26th  day,  5h.  46m. 
morning,  invisible. 

The  Transit  of  the  Planet  Mercury,  over  the  Sun's  Disk,  will  take 
place,  November,  7th  day,  partly  visible,  as  follows,  viz. —

This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many 
years'  actual  observation  ;  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  con- 
sideration of  the  attraction  of  the  sun  and  moon,  in  their  several  po- 
sitions respecting  the  earth,  and  will,  by  simple  inspection,  show  the 
observer  what  k  ind  of  weather  will  most  probably  follow  the  entrance 
of  the  moon  into  any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  so  near  the  truth  as  to 
be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail.

The  nearer  the  time  of  the  moon's  change,  first 
quarter,  full  and  last  quarter,  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  the  wea- 
ther be  during  the  seven  days  following. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  at  night  till  two 
next  morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  mid-day  or  vnnn,  the  phases  of  the  moon  happen, 
the  more  foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven 
days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  in  the  forenoon 
to  two  in  the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the 
8ummpr,though  they  affect  spring  and  autu  mn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

.5.  The  moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full,  and  last  quarter,  happen- 
ing during  six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.  from  four  to  ten,  may  be 
followed  by  fair  weather;  but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind, 
as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more 
uncertain  in  the  latter  part  of  autumn,  the  whole  of  winter,  aiMl  the 
beginning  of  spring,  yet,  in  the  main,  the  above  observations  will  ap- 
ply to  those  periods  also. 

7.  To  prosnosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the 
vnnd  is  concerned,  the  observer  should  be  within  sight  of  a  good  vane, 
Where  the  four  cardinal  points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Act  of  Incorporation ;  and  on  the  last 
Wednesdays  of  January  and  July. 

Those  for  the  second  Medical  District,  in  Worces- 
ter, on  the  Wednesday  followincr  the  third  Monday  in 
June.  Those  for  the  third  Medical  District,  in  North- 
ampton, on  the  Wednesday  following  the  third  Tues- 
day in  September.

Medical  School  in  Boston. 

The  Massachusetts  Medical  College,  an  edifice  be- 
longing to  Harvard  University,  was  erected  in  Boston 
in  181.5 ;  and  is  situated  in  Mason  Street,  near  the  Bos- 
ton Common  and  Mall.  In  this  building  are  contained 
the  cabinet  of  anatomical  preparations,  consisting  of 
more  than  a  thousand  valuable  specimens  ;  the  chemi- 
cal apparatus,  which  is  complete  and  costly  ;  the  appa- 
ratus and  specimens  used  in  the  lectures  on  midwifery, 
and  materia  medica,  and  a  medical  library. 

The  Medical  Lectures  of  Harvard  University  begin 
in  this  building  annually,  1st  Wed.  in  November,  and 
continue  three  months.  For  one  month  after  the  close 
of  the  Lectures,  the  dissecting  room  of  the  Medical 
College  will  be  open  ;  also  some  Lectures  Avill  be  given 
to  those  of  the  class  who  may  remain.  They  will  also 
be  admitted  for  the  above  time  to  the  practice  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  The  students  at- 
tending tlie  Lectures  are  admitted  to  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  practice  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospi- 
tal, and  to  Clinical  Lectures  by  the  Professors  of  Sur- 
gery, and  Theory  and  practice  of  Physic,  without  fee. 
The  fee  for  a  whole  course  of  Lectures  is  $70.  The 
students  have  opportunity  for  practical  Anatomy.
